“The Norwegian delegation also 
presented its views regarding se- 
curity problems confronting Nor- 
way, all aspects of which were 
carefully. considered. No decisions 
were contemplated or reached dur- 
ing these discussions.” 

The treaty is intended to bind 
the United States, Canada and 
western Hurope into a tight ring 
against Communist expansion. 
Russia, strongly attacking the 
project, has made Norway a 
counter-offer.

Acheson's reply climaxed five 
days of intensive discussion 
on plans for defending Norway 
and the other Scandinavian coun- 
tries against possible attack.
